Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  ray  twenty  ninth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1925. 

Circular  648  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  requires  that 
the  Report  for  1925  shall  be  a Survey  Report,  and  that  the  same 
should  deal  with  the  progress  made,  in  the  district  during  the 
preceding  five  years  in  respect  to  Public  Health. 

ARNOLD  is  situated  four  miles  north  of  Nottingham.  It 
is  of  great  antiquity,  and  appears  in  the  Domesday  Book  as 
Ernehale.  The  oldest  part  of  the  town  is  situate  at  the  northern 
end  of  the  district.  Woodthorpe  forming  the  Southern  Boundary  is 
quite  modern,  and  is  a purely  residential  district. 

The  geological  formation  in  the  Southern,  Western 
and  Northern  parts  of  the  district  falling  towards  the  Town 
itself  in  the  centre,  is  chiefly  Pebbly  sandstone  or  Bunter  Pebble 
beds,  then  rising  to  the  eastern  boundary  there  is  the  Flaggy 
sandstone  or  Waterstones,  continued  by  Red  Marl  and  thin  sandstones 
on  the  Mapper ley  Plains.  The  elevation  of  the  District  from  the 
Ordnance  Survey:  East  (Mapper ley  Plains)  201.2  to  470.5,  North 
252.2,  West  (Daybrook  & Redhill)  250.4  to  357.6,  South  (Woodthorpe) 
186.0  to  417.8.  From  South  to  North  through  centre  of  town 
205  to  229.3. 

Arnold  is  essentially  a working  class  district,  the 
chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  in  the  manufacture  of 
hosiery,  lace  dressing  and  bleaching,  coal  mining,  laundries 
and  a large  brewery.  There  are  no  collieries  actually  in  Arnold, 
but  there  are  some  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

The  Town  is  connected  with  the  City  of  Nottingham  by  the 
London  & North  Eastern  Railway  whose  station  is  at  Daybrook. 

The  Corporation  Tramways  extend  through  the  length  of  the  district. 
A private  bus  service  has  also  been  established  with  the  City. 
During  the  year  Nottingham  Corporation  extended  their  electrical 
installation  to  Arnold  and  it  has  been  utilized  by  many  of  the 
inhabitants •

The  proximity  to  Nottingham  enables  the  inhabitants  of  this 
district  to  utilize  the  excellent  hospitals .there,  and  a good 
many  whose  treatment  cannot  be  properly  or  satisfactorily  carried 
out  at  home  are  treated  in  these  institutions. 

SICKNESS  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 


There  has  not  been  an  excessive  amount  of  illness  during 

the  year . 

An  epidemic  of  Meazles  occurred  at  the  end  of  January 
in  Calverton  Road,  and  a fresh  outbreak  commenced  in  March,  which 
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was  more  or  less  general  throughout  the  district,  and  continued 
until  the  middle  of  May.  The  disease  was  generally  of  a mild 
type  and  there  was  only  one  death.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report 
that  parents  do  realise  that  Measles  can  be  a very  serious 
disease  and  do  not  treat  it  in  such  a casual  way  as  they  did 
formerly.  In  February  and  October  there  was  a mild  epidemic  of 
Influenza,  the  attacks  lasted  for  a comparatively  short  time 
and  a very  few  persons  had  any  complications.  Whooping  Cough 
was  very  prevalent  during  the  Autumn.  Scarlet  Fever  was  epidemic 
during  January  and  February,  but  odd  cases  occurred  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  As  usual  it  has  been  of  a mild  character. 
Two  cases  were  sent  to  the  Basford  Sanatorium.

The  Members  of  the  47  Notts  Voluntary  Aid 
Detachment  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  arranging  for  the 
working  of  the  same,  in  the  provision  of  drivers,  orderlies 
etc.  The  following  extract  from  the  Report  of  Mr.  S.  Pinder  the 
Commandant  shows  the  excellent  work  carried  out  during  the  year, 
and  also  since  the  ambulance  was  commissioned  four  years  ago.

and  is  open  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  afternoons.  Three  rooms 
are  occupied,  one  for  Consultation,  one  for  weighing,  and  one 
for  Teas.

School  Clinics:  Provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 

Sessions  for  Dental  Treatment  held  periodically 
at  Arnot  Hill  House.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE . 

Work  in  connection  with  this  Centre  has  been  going  on 
steadily  throughout  the  year  and  has  been  done  to  my  entire 
satisfaction.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  the  lowest  on  record 
for  this  district  and  compares favourably  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  and  it  is  perfectly  certain  that  the  decrease  in 
Infantile  Mortality  in  the  Country  generally  is  due  to  a large 
extent  to  the  establishment  of  these  Centres.  It  should  be 
remembered  too  that  the  infant  death  rate  is  calculated  on 
absolutely  correct  figures,  viz,  the  actual  births  and  deaths, 
they  are  not  "estimated”  like  the  population.

The  pleasant  summer  sunshine  of  1925  was  a very  great  boon 
to  the  babies,  improving  the  health  of  normal  children  and 
enabling  those  who  were  previously  undermined  by  measles  and 
whooping  cough  to  withstand  the  very  severe  wintry  conditions 
which  marked  the  closing  months  of  the  year. 
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Throughout  the  summer  months  a vigorous  campaign 
against  contamination  of  food  by  flies  and  impurities  was 
carried  on  both  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  on  the  district. 
In  spite  of  this  the  fly  peril  took  its  toll  in  early  autumu, 
there  being  three  deaths  from  sickness  and  diarrhoea. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  was  closed  from  July  18th 
until  August  5tli  during  the  Health  Visitor’s  holidays. 

Health  week  was  celebrated  during  the  last  week  in 
October  when  two  films  entitled  "Empire  Builders"  and  "The  care 
of  the  Teeth"  were  shown  by  kind  permission  of  Mr.  Wardle  at 
the  St.  Albans  Picture  House. 

The  first  showing  on  Monday  afternoon,  October  28th  was 
for  Mothers  only,  but  owing  to  the  very  wet  weather  there  was 
only  a small  attendance.  The  dental  film  was  shown  for  three 
evenings.  The  Health  of  the  toddlers  shows  steady  improvement 
and  serious  cases  of  rickets  are  not  so  numerous  as  in  former 
years.  From  ages  one  to  five  there  were  ten  deaths  chiefly  from 
causes  similar  to  those  affecting  young  infants.  Mothers  are 
constantly  reminded  that  the  "Care  of  the  Toddler"  is  now  a part 
of  Public  Health  Propaganda  and  also  that  there  is  no  time  in 
our  lives  when  health  is  not  important.

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME: 

General  Nursing  is  undertaken  by  the  Arnold  and 
Daybrook  Nursing  Association,  who  provide  a resident  qualified 
Nurse,  this  association  is  supported  entirely  by  voluntary 
Funds,  and  has  certainly  proved  very  beneficial  to  the  district. 
The  Committee  are  again  very  grateful  for  the  financial  aid 
given  by  various  Clubs  in  the  district.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  the  Nurse’s  services  are  quite  free  to  the  patient. 

In  epidemic  of  Influenza  and  Measles  the  Nurse  is  allowed  to 
attend,  otherwise  she  is  not  supposed  to  go  to  infectious  cases.

WATER ; 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Nottingham 
City  Corporation  from  the  Cockpit  Hill  Reservoir.  The  water 
is  a mixture  of  the  Derwent  Valley  Board  and  that  drawn  from  a 
sandstone  area.  It  is  excellent  in  quality,  the  supply  is 
constant  and  the  entire  district  is  supplied  with  the  exception 
of  outlying  Farms,  Cottages,  etc.  The  majority  of  the  houses 
have  the  water  provided  direct  to  the  house,  but  in  some  of  the 
common  yards,  a standpipe  tap  is  provided  in  the  yard.  There 
has  been  no  contamination  during  the  year. 

RIVER  AND  STREAMS! 

The  only  water-course  or  stream  in  the  district  is  the 
"Day-brook? , this  drains  the  whole  of  the  rainfall  of  the  Town, 
and  enters  the  River  Leen  at  Basford. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE! 

The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  a good  type 
there  being  a separate  system  for  Foul  and  Surface  or  Storm 
Water.  Ample  gradient  is  provided  to  private  drains,  and  no 
serious  trouble  is  experienced  from  obstructions. 

The  sewage  is  conveyed  by  four  main  trunk  sewers  in  Front  St.  (N) 
Mansfield  Road  (w)  Woodthorpe  (S)  and  Breck  Hill  (E),  joins  up 
with  the  Nottingham  Corporation  Sewer  at  Old  Basford,  and 
gravitates  to  the  Corporation  Disposal  Works  at  Stoke  Bardolph. 

The  surface  water  is  conveyed  by  main  sewers  to  the 
"Day  Brook" , the  Culverts  have  been  used  to  relieve  the  pressure 
during  excessive  rains. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  Table,  there  are 
still  a number  of  closets  of  the  conservancy  type  remaining  in  the 
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district,  but  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  converted  to 
the  water  carriage  system  in  the  near  future. 

The  Council  are  carrying  out  a Conversion  Scheme  under 
Section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act  1907,  but  at 
the  tine  of  writing  this  Report,  no  conversions  are  being 
carried  out,  owing  to  the  Building  Trade  being  so  fully  occupied 
on  Housing  work.  The  council  stipulate  that  they  will  only  pay 
half  the  cost  of  converting  Privy  Middens,  when  a separate 
Water  Closet  is  provided  for  each  house.  The  Scheme  is  operated 
jointly  between  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector.

SCAVENGINGi 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  House  refuse  and  the 
cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies,  ashpits  is  carried  out  by 
the  Council.  The  work  is  now  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  has  re-organised  the  system  of  collection. 

Team  Labour  is  employed  for  both  Day  and  Night  work. 

There  are  three  carts  engaged  regularly  throughout  the  week  with 
three  fillers,  one  cart  and  driver  hired  for  two  days  per  week, 
and  the  two  Night  carts  and  two  fillers  also  work  one  and  a 
half  shifts  on  Day  Work. 

The  emptying  of  Privy  middens  and  pails  is  done  by  two 
carts  and  two  fillers.  The  Pails  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the 
Privies  periodically  or  on  request. 

The  Dry  Ashpits,  approximately  56  in  number  are  emptied 
systematically,  and  the  dust  bins  are  collected  weekly.  The 
work  is  well  maintained,  and  very  few  complaints  are  now  being 
received.  It  is  advisable  in  the  interests  of  Public  Health 
that  these  Dry  Ashpits  should  be  abolished  and  Sanitary  Dust  Bins 
substituted.  They  prove  a great  attraction  for  Rats,  and 
breeding  places  for  flies  and  vermin,  besides  the  nuisance 
arising  from  the  firing  of  the  pits  by  hot  ashes. 

The  Dry  refuse  is  tipped  at  Dorkett  Head,  this  Tip  has 
the  advantage  of  being  away  from  the  Town,  but  a greater 
disadvantage  of  being  too  long  a haul.  The  average  haul  for  the 
district  for  a Loaded  Journey  is  approximately  1^  miles,  including 
a mile  gradient  to  the  Tip,  rising  from  229  O.D.  to  397  O.D. 
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During  the  year  3,302  loads  of  Dry  Refuse  hare  been 
collected,  giving  an  average  of  63.5  loads  for  the  week,  also 
2,026  loads  of  Nightsoil  have  been  disposed  of,  chiefly  to 
Farmers,  an  average  of  approximately  39  loads  per  week. 

209  Sanitary  Dust  Bins  have  been  substituted  in  place  of 
the  Privy  Middens  abolished  during  the  year.

DISINFECTION 

Forty  four  houses  have  been  disinfected  during  the 
year  after  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis,  Cancer  &c. 
Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  by  the  Council  to  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  or  other  certified  illness, 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION : - 

During  the  year  fifty  three  visits  have  been  made  to 
Rat  infested  premises,  with  a view  to  the  extermination  of  these 
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rodents.  302  Poison  Taits  were  used  with  very  good  results. 

The  Refuse  Tip  at  Dorkett  Head  has  received  special  attention, 
also  allotment  gardens  and  private  premises,  have  been  visited. 

The  Barium  Carbonate  Poison  I find  is  very  readily  taken  and  is 
very  effectual.  This  bait  is  best  used  at  intervals,  and  if 
mixed  with  a number  of  meals,  i.e..  Fish  meal.  Oatmeals,  Bran, 
Fourths  and  a drop  or  two  of  Oil  of  Aniseed  added,  it  appears  to 
attract  the  rats.  The  cost  of  mixing  one  pound  of  this  bait, 
enough  to  make  one  thousand  baits,  is  not  prohibitive,  compared 
with  some  of  the  Patent  poisons  now  on  the  market.  I append 
copy  of  Circular  drawn  up  for  use  during  Hat  Week  1925.

ARNOLD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

NATIONAL  RAT  WEEK,  1925. 

The  week  commencing  Monday,  November  2nd,  1925  has  been 
fixed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  as  a "RAT 
V/EfiE"  , when  it  is  hoped  that  active  efforts  will  be  made  by  the 
Public  in  general,  with  a view  to  the  destruction  of  Rats  and 
Mice. 


This  circular  is  drawn  up  more  especially  for  those 
persons  whose  premises  or  trade  calling  are  of  such  a nature  as 
to  attract  the  unwelcome  visits  of  these  rodents;  Warehouses, 
Foodstores,  Provision  Shops,  Farms,  Slaughter-houses,  Bakehouses, 
Fowl-runs,  Pigstyes,  etc.,  and  all  premises  where  food  or  scraps 
of  any  description  are  used,  prepared,  or  allowed  to  accumulate, 
are  liable  to  prove  a happy  feeding  ground  for  these  pests,  if 
some  effort  is  not  made  to  destroy  them. 

Prevention  being  better  than  cure , there  are  two  points 
that  should  receive  careful  attention:- 

1.  Endeavour  as  far  as  possible  to  make  all  buildings,  warehouses, 
sheds,  barns,  drains,  etc.  RAT  PROOF,  that  is,  keep  the  rodents 

on  the  outside. 

2.  Never  encourage  rats  by  leaving  scraps  of  food  etc.,  about, 
or  by  throwing  the  fowl  corn  into  the  run  overnight,  or  by  filling 
the  pig  trough  ready  for  the  next  morning.  Scraps  of  food  or 
trade  waste  should  not  be  thrown  into  the  Ashpit,  or  on  to  the 
garden,  but  should  as  far  as  possible  be  burned  or  placed  into  a 
properly  covered  receptacle,  until  removed.  Rats  will  not  harbour 
where  there  is  no  Food. 

Therefore  every  occupier  of  premises , where  rats  and 
mice  are  known  to  exist,  should  make  it  his  duty  to  destroy  them, 
and  so  assist,  if  only  in  a small  degree,  to  reduce  the  numbers 
of  these  pests  to  a minimum.  The  following  suggestions  may  be 
of  assistance  to  those  persons  who  are  willing  to"carry  on  the 
good  work"  of  Hat  Des true t ion ;•** 
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TRAPPING . The  "six-inch"  rabbit  trap,  breakback  traps,  snares 
etc.  may  be  used  on  runs,  and  when  properly  set  are 
very  good.  This  type  of  traps  kill  outright. 

The  wire-basket  trap  may  be  used  in  enclosed  premises, 
sheds,  barns  etc. 


DOGS  & are  extremely  useful  for  "bolting"  rats  from  holes, 

FERRETS , under  sheds,  and  working  hedgerows  etc.,  flooding  the 

holes  with  water  will  often  cause  the  rats  to  bolt. 


POISONS.  Rat. Poisons  for  making  baits  may  be  obtained  from 

any  Chemist,  in  small  or  large  quantities.  In  using 
poison  baits  great  care  should  be  taken  when  placing 
the  baits,  to  prevent  domestic  animals  or  children 
from  taking  the  same,  and  should  on  no  account  be 
touched  by  hand,  when  mixing  or  baiting. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  patent  Rat  poisons  on 
the  Market!  Liverpool  Virus;  Red  Squill;  Ratox; 
Roding;  Phosphorus  preparations,  these  should  be 
used  according  to  directions  on  the  container.  To 
make  your  own  bait,  at  a very  small  cost,  the 
following  recipes  will  be  found  effective

SMOKE  ABATEMENT: 


One  nuisance  was  experienced  for  some  time  from  one 
of  the  Factories  in  the  district,  this  was  owing  to  the  erection 
of  a new  Engine  and  Power  House  by  the  Firm,  the  smoke  consumers 
and  fans  were  not  fitted  immediately,  and  Firing  was  in  progress 
before  the  work  was  completed.  This  has  since  been  remedied, 
and  the  one  new  chimney  has  replaced  three  old  chimneys  on  these 
premises •

The  building  of  houses  is  proceeding  rapidly,  but  the  houses  are 
mainly  for  sale  or  are  of  the  non  subsidy  type,  and  are  above 
the  means  of  the  majority  of  the  working  classes.  Overcrowding 
cases  have  come  under  observation,  but  it  is  hoped  that  these 
will  be  alleviated  in  the  immediate  future  on  the  completion  of 
further  Council  Houses, 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  good,  but  in

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY? 

Cowsheds  - twenty  two  in  district.  Periodical  inspections  have 
been  made  throughout  the  year,  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to 
take  action  for  remedying  contraventions,  purveyors  of  Milk. 

The  thirty  two  retailers  premises  have  been  visited.  These  have 
all  been  kept  up  to  a good  standard,  and  no  complaints  were 
received  with  regard  to  dirty  or  tainted  milk. 

Seventy  one  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  the  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  in  the  district. 

Pasteurised  Milk  is  now  supplied  in  the  district  by  the 
Nottingham  Co-operative  Society  who  have  quite  recently  erected 
a modern  Dairy  plant.  The  process  of  pasteurisation  at  this 
Plant,  from  the  emptying  of  the  churns  as  received  from  the 
Farms  to  the  storage  of  the  filled  bottles  in  the  Cold  Store, 
together  with  the  method  of  sterilizing  the  apparatus  and  utensils 
is  to  be  very  highly  commended.  This  firm  do  not  retail  loose 
milk,  the  price  for  the  bottled  milk  is  the  same  as  that  charged 
for  loose  milk. 

The  milk  supply  of  the  district  is  of  a good  quality,  and  I am 
of  the  opinion  that  Arnold  is  well  served  for  three  of  the  most 
important  commodities,  i.e..  Meat,  Bread  and  Milk. 

MEAT:  The  inspection  of  Meat  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 

Inspector,  who  inspects  all  animals  slaughtered  either  during 
slaughtering  or  immediately  afterwards,  in  accordance  with  the 
Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924. 


No  records  have  been  kept  of  animals  slaughtered  between

No  Contraventions 
of  the  Bye-laws  were  observed  during  the  year . 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  regard  to  Notice  of 
Slaughtering  by  Cottagers  killing  their  own  pigs  and  it  was 
necessary  to  report  one  person,  carrying  on  a spare  time  business 
of  Slaughter-man.

178  Inspections  have  been  made  to  Foodstores,  Shops 
including  visits  to  Fried  Fish  Sloops,  making  up  premises,  Wet 
Fish  Shops  etc.  No  unsound  Food  was  discovered  and  the  premises 
generally  are  kept  in  a clean  and  wholesome  condition. 
Bake-houses!  There  are  thirteen  Bake-houseis  on  the  Register; 
these  have  been  visited  on  26  occasions.  Other  than  requests  to 
carry  out  Limewashing,  no  contraventions  have  been  observed. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the  District  during  the 
year.
